—Orders regulating the issuance 
of news to the press have been 
given all NRA officials. They es- 
tablish stricter 
rules 
for 
news 


announcements than have existed 
since the early days of what Gen. 
Hugh 8. Johnson has called his 
"goldfish bowl" administration. 


All subordinates were "remind- 
ed" in a memorandum that "in- 
formation 
to 
the press 
(other 
than that issued from the ad- 
ministrator's office) 
should 
go 


out through the public relations 
department and not direct to re- 
porters." 


Last winter the treasury de- 


cided to establish strict rules for 
news. In the 
resultant 
furore, 
charges of censorship were made. 
The rule was subsequently modi- 
fied. 


Alvin Brown, executive officer 


who sent out the NRA regula- 
tions, added this caution: 
"Will you please convey this 


information 
verbally 
to all in 


your division whom it might af- 
fect?" 


This limited the copies In ex- 


istence to no more than a dozen 
or so, but the order was found 
after 
deputy administrators 
be- 
gan answering newsmen's queries 
with the formula: "You'll have 
to ask Mr. Lawson about that."

Johnson, who,, in speeches de- 


nouncing the idea of censorship 
frequently has called newspaper- 
men to witness that NRA busi-

IS NOTHING IMPOSSILE 


An historic exception to 


one of the traditions of the 
federal government will be 
furnished by the department 
of the interior when it final- 
ly ceases to function, aa 
Washington officials say it 
will within a few years. It 
has been a tradition of the 
bureaucracy at Washington 
that, once created, depart- 
ments and bureaus never 
die. Rather, their history has 
been one of ever striving 
for larger 
appropriations, 


more jobs for jobholders, 
more power, bigger build- 
ings and more equipment. 


The1 story of the depart- 


ment of the interior is dif- 
ferent from the rest. It has 
seen its functions transfer- 
red, one by one, to other 
departments, principally the 
departments of agriculture 
and commerce. And now it 
nears the end of its job in 
administering 
the 
public 


lands and playing guardian 
to the Indian wards of the 
country.x 


The big job of the depart- 


ment was the disposal of the 
public lands. No other coun- 
try in the world gave away 
OF sold at nominal cost so 
much land. That task start- 
ed with 1,835,000,000 acres 
to be administered. Only 
182,000,000 acres remain. 


This precedent-setting de- 
partment was first proposed 
shortly after the Mexican 
War. Its fostering law was 
entitled, "An act to estab- 
lish the home department," 
after the home office of the 
British government.

Precinct 4 which Includes Daw-

143 to 33 


vote. On March 18, 1887, the pro. 
hlbition advocates were again vic- 
torious by a count of 170 to 11. M 
an election held on December 29 
1888, the area went wet when 
Spring Hill's vote wa« not counter. 
and Dawson defeated prohibition 
47 to 70. The wets won Out again 
at the election of March 28, 1891, 
by a vote of 99 to 186, with Daw- 
son and Spring Hill participating. 
The last election In this precinct 
was on July 22, 1893, when it went 
dry again by a 190 to A3 vote.

Rural Shade 


maintained Its record for being 
the wettest box with a vote of 
160 to nothing against prohibition. 
Dry boxes reporting were Bloom- 
ing Grove 121 to 110, Cryer Greek 
106 to 95, and Corslcana, Ward 8, 
220 to 180. 


Another 
county-wide 
election 


wa» held on December 16, 1904, 
and the drys were victorious by a 
vote of 850 votes. 


Contested Election. 


The famous contested election 


case resulted from the balloting 
held on June 15, 1907, and the 
commissioners' court decUred the 
county wet by a majority of 12 
votes. The case was appealed by 
L. £. McCormtck and others and 
the court of civil appeals finally 
decided that the drys had won the 
election bv. a malority of 18 vote*. 


On September 16, 1911, another 


county wide election was held and 
the drys won by a 802 vote mar- 
gin, rolling up 8111 votes to 2409 
for the wet force*. 


When the county voted on March 


5, 1918 for state ratification of 
the Eighteenth 
amendment, the

One* a year the unheeding world 
,g«ts a glimpse of the strength of 
religious feeling in the hearts of 
humanity. On this Easter, literal- 
ly millions of persona will nrlse 
before dawn, and make their way, 
afoot, by car and by public vehl- 
el»», to great outdoor sunrise ser- 
vices. They will join In singing 
tkja-great hymns of the Resurrec- 
tion; they will listen to trumpe- 
ters and bands; they will bow in 
devotion and they will hear the 
old, old message of Easter pro- 
claimed anew. 
Many of these sunrise pilgrim- 
age* will be to mountain top and 
to seashore. In Miami alone—a 
city surely not known in the win- 
ter time, as a center of piety—the 
paster beach service draws a hun- 
dred thousand persons, multitudes 
of whom have come considerable 
distances to be present. Why all 
thi« labor and inconvenience? No 
•porting event can draw 
such 
crowds; what is the explanation?

500 witnesses who saw Jesus alive 
utter His burial, that the Messiah 
rose from the dead. The resurrec- 
tion has often been called "the 
best-attested fact In history." I 
like to think that, for a generation 
after the crucifixion, as the apos- 
tles told the story, over and over 
again, they could call upon 
a 


brother in the congregation who 
had seen the risen Lord, and ask 
him to give his testimony as to 
how Jesus look«d and acted and 
what He said. The resurrection IB 
not only a general truth, support- 
ed by highest human conscious- 
ness, but it is also a fact of rec- 
ord. fully established 
by ?nany 
credible witnesses on a variety of 
occasions. 


As our Easter services show, ttie 
common mind senses the supreme 
Importance 
of 
the resurrection. 
That is why the crowds are great- 
est in Jerusalem at Easter. I have 
mingled with the mulitudes, of all 
races and colors, who throng the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre at 
that time. It is easy to sec, in 
this mood, why the defense of the 
Sepulchre set whole nations in mo- 
tion for the crusades. The c'lnmx 
of Christianity is an open grav« 
— a grave In which may be burled 
all our fears; and from which 
arise our highest hopes. 


Light on Prevent Problems. 
From that rent tomb in old Je- 
rusalem—it probably was not the 
grave shown in the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre, nor yet the one 
called "The Garden Tomb," the 
physical site in unimportant, along 
side of the great reality of the 
resurrection— streams a flood of 
light upon life's present problems. 
"Because I live, ye shall live 
also," said Jesus. That makes in- 
evitable the spiritual and eternal 
standard of life. 
If we are to 


live forever, we must behave as 
citizens of heaven. Protestantism, 
In its new social consciousness, 
has of late years swung away 
from an emphasis upon heaven;

For the most potent force in thia 
present life is the hope of heaven.

Men who live, as Christ bids us, 
a resurrection life do not dsvote 
their day* and nights to carnal 
pleasures: they do not oppress or 
exploit their fellow men; they do 


standing betide the grave of tlte

DM REDUCTION 


PUN ANNOUNCED 


BY TEXAS A.« N. 


COLLEGE STATION, March 28. 
(Spl.)—Texas dairy farmers who 
have been struggling to make both 
ends meet the last few years are 
to get their Innings in farm relief 
if the newly proposed dairy re- 
duction program is finally adopt- 
ed. It Is described by the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration 
ns a genuine effort to increase 
purchasing power 
of 
the dairy 
farmer without bringing hardship 
to city consumers. 


As outlined to the Texas A. and 


M. Extension Service, which will 
have the Job. of carrying the plan 
to Texas farmers, the 
program 
calls for a 10 percent to 20 per- 
cent reduction below the average 
at 1932-1933 milk and milk pro- 
ducts sales. Just how the farmer 
will bring about this reduction I* 
left entirely to him. He may weed 
out boarder cows, or feed les» 
grain and more roughage and pas- 
turage, or eliminate diseased cows. 


or feed the surplus to hog* and 
chickens, or use other way*. 
For hi* cooperation In the na- 
tional program to adjust dairy pro- 
duction to effective demand the 
farmer Is to be paid at the rate of 
about 40 cents per pound butter- 
fat for the net sales reduction, or 
about $1.60 for each surplus 100 
pounds of fluid milk reduction. 
The plan will be financed by 
processing taxes starting at one 
cent per pound on butterfat and 
advancing to five cents per pound 
as the supply comes under con- 
trol. 


As a supplemental feature It Is 
proposed to include relief distri- 
bution of surplus milk to under- 
fed children, to transfer cows 
from surplus areas to needy farm 
families in deficiency farm areas, 
and to .speed up the accredited 
herd work. It is understood by 
the Extension Service that these 
added features are not to be forc- 
ed on any farmer but are to be 
organized on an optional basis. 
The object of the whole pro- 
gram Is to gradually lift dairy 
price* to producers by checking 
the present surplus production to 
put it In line-with effective pur- 
chasing power. It Is pointed out 
that the birth rate is declining, 
that there are 0 per cent less chil- 
dren under 5 years of age than tn 
1930.

PORTED TO SENATE CARRIES 


$330,000,000 TOTAL 


WASHINGTON. March 2s-«Pr- 
The senate finance committee to- 
day formally reported to the sen. 
ate the revised house tax bill de- 
signed to raise $330,000,000 in ad- 
ditional revenue as compared with 
$258,000,000 provided by the house. 
It included levies which Chairman 
Harrison (D-Miss.) said promised 
a balanced budget by 1936. The 
bill will be taken up tomorrow. 


In his report Harrison said the 
committee was In "complete agree- 
ment" on the policy of pravenllng 
tax avoidance, but felt obliged to 
revise some of the house loop, 
hole-closing provisions. The com- 
mittee 
believed, he said, they 
would have "an unfavorable «ffect 
on business and would prevent 
only an Inconsequential amount of 
tax avoidance." 


To offset many of the elimina- 
tion* and reductions It wrote in 
the house bill, the committee 1m* 
posed a capital stock and excess 
profits patterned after those lev- 
ied by the recovery act, effective 
July 1, 1985. and raised the estate 
tax rates in the case of net estates 
valued at more than $1,000,300. 


'These measures are 
believed 
ncessary," the report said, "first, 
because of the heavy emprgenoy 
expenditures of the government, and 
second, because of the fact that 
many axcise taxes under existing 
law will be automatically repeal- 
ed on July 1, 1936- 


"The capital stock and excess 
profits taxes, if imposed on a per- 
manent basis, will add stability to 
our tax system and will produce 
sufficient 
additional . revenue to 
give assurance of a balanced bud- 
get by 1936."
